Post Prandial Diplomacy,.

| Misierer Reverdy Johnson has been in Hog-

land scarcely three months, and during that
time he has eaten more publio dinners than
his predecessor did durimg the six or seven
years in which he represented the United
States at the Eoglish Court, and he has made
more public speeches than all the Awmerican

| Ministers together from the time ef John Jay.

Mr. Adams, it is true, was under a clond; it
was his daty to uphold the oredit and honor
of his country during the darkest hour of her
peril; to oppose, in season and out of season,
the sullen anti-Americanism of the British
Giovernment, that was only prevented from
breaking out into open hoatility by allowing
the “1 dare mnot wait upon I would,"
and to demand reparation for outrages
perpetrated upon American commerce by
Britigh-built, DBritish-armed, and British-
manned cruisers, with the connivance aund
hearty good-will of the Dritish Government
snd the British ruling olasses, Mr. Reverdy
Jolnson appears in Kopgland under more
favorable auspioce:; the American Republioc has
oome out of the satanic contest of the Rebel-
lion trinmphant in spite of British prophecies
of defeat avd extingnishment, and it now
claims the fear as well as the respect of Eog-
lish ill-wishers. Mr. Johnson finds the Eog-
lish Government and people disposed to maka
terms of amity, but with as little sacrifice on
their part as poasible of the traditional British
polioy of “keop all you have and gaet all yon
can.'" Mr. Johnson apparently has more to
{ear from Dritish ‘‘soft soap’’ than he has
from British ohurlishness and hostility. The
line of polioy pursued in his oase has appa.
rently been as suocessful as Lis entertainers
could desire, and innumerable good dinners
bhave put him in a complaisant and happy
frame of mind, that predisposes him to grant
everything and ask nothing.

Mr. Johneon, at his speech in Liverpool ou
Thursday, proceeded to “‘lay bure his whols
heart,’” which reminds us of a would-bs
diplomatist who not long ago “‘took his heart
in Lis hand.”” Let us hope that the one will
be more succesaful than the other. Mr. John-
gov, having laid bare his kheart, informed his
hearers that the peace of the two countries
was not likely to be disturbed; that two great
points of dispute had already been settled
upon terms honorable to both countries; that
the third would soon be settled, and that thas
would be annihilated all peril of a rupture of
friendly relations, The two points which have
already been arranged are, we suppose, the

| question of expatristion, what is commonly

known as the ‘‘breeches question,’' by which
the Amerioan Ministers in future will be able

‘ to appear at Counrt in the guise of Christians,

without being obliged to exhibit their attenu-
ated calves to the ridiculs of an assembled
multitude, and the third question yet to be
arrapged is that of the Alabams olaims. It
would be emineutly satisfactory to know that
this vexations matter waa about to be defi-
nitely adjudicated to the satisfactiom of all
parties; but we have more than a shadow of a
doubt that Mr. Johnson's diplomacy will not
be received with favor in Congress or among
the American people. We all koow what
trouble Mr. Adams had to get
the British (lrvernment to oon-
sider these olaims at all, and the facility
with which Mr. Johoton has fixed matters up
is certainly oreditable to him, if all is as we
would bave it; but, nuder the ciroumstances,
it is open to a gnzpicion that he has laid bare
his Lresst under the inflnence of good cheer
to an extent that will Indace him to grant
more than we will be willing to give. We
demand fall and sufficient psyment for the
damagoe done w0 Amerioan commerce by the
Alabams, and we should not consent to any-
thing short of this. If Mr, Johnson oaunot
obtain an acknowledgment from the British
Government of its respomaibility for these
olaime, aud of its willingness to pay the
money due on them, he had better olose up
his breast again, come home, and allow gome
one of & more determined spirit to take kis
place.

As & usual thing, post-prandial deolarations
are not of muoh value, and post-prandial di-
plomacy is not apt to give the greatest amount
of satisfaction to thoss who are not under the
benigu influonoed of turtle and olaret, Now

Mr. Johnsom's diplomnoy seems to have been
mostly of the poat-prandial kind, aond oun that
aocount we hesitate to acospt it as conolusive.
We beartily second his wishes for a perpetual
peace between the United States and Eogland,
but we do mot believe inthe "pancs at any
price’’ dootrine; and while we aocept the issue
of & war a8 a misfortune, we do not consider
it a8 the greatest misfortuns that oounld bafall
ne,
